Tu  BiSh’vat... reminds  us  of  our  loyalty  to 
conservancy  and  the  environment. 


I  feel  that  Tu  BiSh’vat  affords  us  an 
opportunity  to  remember  a  great 
European  rabbi  whose  love  of  nature 
was  the  source  of  many  of  his  scholarly 
writings.  The  Encyclopedia  Judaica  has  an 
informative  article  on  his  life. 

Largely  forgotten  in  our  times,  the  name 
of  Rabbi  Immanuel  Loew  was  legendary  in 
Hungarian  Jewry.  In  1878  he  became  rabbi  of 
Szeged.  The  synagogue  in  that  town  is  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  in  the  world  and  was  built  in  1903 
according  to  his  plans. 

During  the  “white  terror”  revolution  in 
Hungary  (1920-21)  Loew  was  imprisoned  for  13  months  for  a 
supposed  statement  made  against  the  fascist  dictator  Admiral 
Horthy.  While  in  jail,  he  worked  on  his  four-volume  work  Die 
Flora  der  Juden.  In  these  books  he  thoroughly  delved  into  flora 
^rminology  in  Hebrew  and  Aramaic  writings  of  different  periods 


He  also  interested  himself  in  other  aspects  of 
nature.  His  last  manuscript  was  called  Mineralien 
der  Juden,  which  was  not  originally  published 
for  the  following  reason:  When  the  Germans 
occupied  Hungary  in  1944  just  after  his  90th 
birthday,  he  was  sent  to  work  in  a  brick  factory. 
Later  he  was  put  on  a  deportation  train  but  freed 
by  Zionist  partisans.  He  died  of  natural  causes 
later  that  year. 

The  Jewish  people  have  always  loved  nature. 
Our  celebration  of  a  New  Year  for  the  Trees  in 
depth  of  winter  reminds  us  of  our  loyalty  to 
conservancy  and  the  environment  even  when  we 
may  be  suffering  oppression.  We  anxiously  await  the  Messiah,  but 
even  his  coming  cannot  be  acknowledged  if  we  are  in  the  act  of 
planting  a  tree,  according  to  the  Talmud. 

The  dedicated  life  of  Rabbi  Immanuel  Loew  personifies  this  love 
of  the  earth  in  spite  of  the  persecution  he  endured. 
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Be  proud  of  the  commitment 
you  have  made  to  our  Synagogue. 


I  am  writing  this  column  on  an  airplane 
returning  from  a  trip  to  my  hometown 
of  Wichita,  Kansas  where  I  spent 
the  weekend  celebrating  the  100th 
anniversary  of  the  congregation  in  which  I  grew 
up.  To  honor  this  milestone,  Cantor  David 
Lefkowitz  was  also  present  as  he  had  once  been 
a  counselor  in  the  summer  camp  there  and  his 
sister  and  brother-in-law  were  for  many  years 
instrumental  in  educating  the  Synagogue's 
children,  including  me.  Services  were  central  to 
the  celebration  and  the  Synagogue  has  not  had  a 
cantor  for  many,  many  years  so  all  were  grateful  for  his  presence. 

It  was  a  most  memorable  weekend.  Creating  and  sustaining  a 
vibrant  Jewish  community  in  Wichita  is  not  easy.  The  weekend 
was  a  testament  to  the  role  the  Synagogue  played  in  the  lives  of  so 
many.  Current  and  former  congregants  from  Wichita  and  all  over 
the  United  States  attended  the  weekend's  festivities.  All  wanted  to 
be  present  to  express  their  gratitude  for  what  their  Synagogue  had 
given  them. 

Needless  to  say,  much  of  my  thoughts  were  concentrated  on 
contrasting  the  Synagogue  of  my  childhood  and  what  it  meant  to 
me  with  the  Synagogue  of  which  I  am  a  member  today-the  joy  felt 
celebrating  100  years  of  Wichita  Hebrew  Congregation  and  the 
joy  I  feel  celebrating  1 25  years  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue.  It  is  a 
privilege  to  be  a  part  of  a  Synagogue's  history.  There  does  not  exist 
an  institution  that  has  a  more  profound  effect  on  creating  Jewish 
lives  than  the  Synagogue. 

Of  course,  I  understand  that  a  New  York  City  Jew  does  not 
look  to  the  Synagogue  for  his  Jewish  center  in  the  way  a  Wichita 
Jew  does.  But,  returning  to  Wichita  reminded  me  of  what  you 
give  yourself  and  your  children  being  a  part  of  Synagogue  life. 


It  is  simply  not  found  anywhere  else.  It  is  a 
community.  It  is  a  place  where  people  know  your 
parents  and  your  children.  They  have  met  your 
sisters  and  your  brothers.  They  remember  your 
children's  B'nei  Mitzvah  and  they  feel  sadness  for 
you  when  they  see  you  stand  for  that  first  time  to 
say  Kaddish. 

This  is  what  I  experienced  in  my  childhood 
and  that  is  what  I  am  experiencing  as  an  adult 
being  a  part  of  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
community.  This  is  what  is  there  for  all  of  you. 
There  have  already  been  numerous  occasions 
in  honor  of  our  125th  Anniversary.  Awaiting  us  still  are  unmatched 
moments.  On  January  27th,  culminating  the  Shabbaton,  we  will 
dedicate  our  125th  Anniversary  Torah.  I  believe  this  will  be  one  of 
the  most  thrilling  events  to  ever  happen  at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue. 
In  February  we  will  examine  the  history  of  our  Synagogue  through 
the  prism  of  clothing,  and  of  course  on  March  1st  our  125  th 
Anniversary  Ball.  I  am  excited  for  these  events  and  I  am  hoping  I 
will  see  all  of  you  there. 

We  have  so  much  to  be  grateful  for.  We  belong  to  a  Synagogue 
that  still  exists  because  of  the  countless  generations  before  us  who 
believed  in  the  centrality  ol  the  Synagogue.  We  are  the  fortunate 
ones  who  now  understand  that  a  people  survives  as  long  as  they 
transmit  their  heritage  from  one  generation  to  the  next  and  now  we 
are  the  generation  given  the  privilege  to  strengthen  our  Judaism  and 
the  Judaism  of  the  future. 

So  I  hope  all  of  you  will  take  the  time  for  reflection  as  I  have, 
and  celebrate  our  glorious  125  year  history  and  be  proud  of  the 
commitment  you  have  made  to  our  Synagogue.  There  is  nothing 
better.

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Tu  BiSh’vat 

Tuesday,  January  22  15  Sh'vat 

Held  on  the  full  moon  of  the 
month  of  Sh’vat,  Tu  BiSh’vat 
was  for  many  years  a  minor 
festival.  But  it  has  again 
become  more  widely  celebrated  as  the 
New  Year  for  Trees,  as  Jews  have  be¬ 
come  more  concerned  with  nature  and 
the  environment.  In  Israel  ceremonies 
are  held  in  which  school  children  plant 
trees,  similarly  to  the  character  of  the 
American  Arbor  Day.  In  the  Diaspora, 
trees  may  be  planted  locally  or  dona¬ 
tions  made  to  the  Jewish  National 
Fund  to  support  tree  planting  in  Israel. 
The  ancient  festival  was  revived  under 
the  influence  of  the  kabbalists  in  16th 
century  Safed.  For  the  kabbalists,  trees 
were  symbolic  of  the  Tree  of  Life,  which 
carries  divine  goodness  and  blessings 
into  the  world.  They  instituted  the 
practice  of  eating  different  kinds  of 
fruit,  especially  those  native  to  Israel, 
on  that  day.  They  created  a  Tu  BiSh’vat 
seder,  in  which  appropriate  sections 
from  the  Bible  or  Talmud  are  read  as 
participants  eat  a  variety  of  fruits  and 
nuts  with  symbolic  meanings  and  drink 
four  cups  of  wine — a  tradition  still  fol¬ 
lowed  here.

Timeline:  Selections  from  our  Archives  I  Through  June  2008 


This  very  special  exhibition  includes  a  timeline  of  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  history,  juxtaposing  P.A.S.  milestones  with  contemporary 
events  in  Jewish  history,  as  well  as  significant  events  in  NYC, 
American,  and  world  history.  The  exhibit  cases  feature  significant 
artifacts  from  the  P.A.S.  Archives  collection.  The  Exhibition 
Committee,  chaired  by  Jean  Bloch  Rosensaft,  working  closely  with 
Archives  Co-Chairs  Laurie  Harris  and  Marcia  Stone,  has  been 
collecting  and  organizing  this  material  for  over  a  year.  The  show 
begins  with  the  history  of  the  founding  congregations,  and  then 
surveys  the  decades  from  the  1920s  through  the  125th  Anniversary 


year.  The  display  of  documents,  photographs,  and  artifacts 
illuminates  the  sequential  development  of  the  synagogue's  three 
structures  and  the  role  of  contemporary  art  commissions  for  the 
Adolph  Gottlieb  stained  glass  windows  and  Nathan  Rapoport  facade 
sculptures.  The  exhibition  highlights  the  generations  of  clergy  who 
have  led  our  synagogue  with  commitment  and  vision  and  their 
distinguished  contributions  to  P.A.S.,  the  Jewish  community,  and 
world  history.  It  features  the  special  role  that  P.A.S.  has  played 
in  the  renaissance  of  Jewish  music  through  the  commissioning  of 
liturgical  music  from  the  1940s  to  the  present  day.

This  wintry  month  as  many  of  us  would  like  nothing  better  than  to  curl  up 
by  a  fire  and  read  a  really  good  book,  I  would  like  to  share  the  titles  of  some 
of  my  favorites  in  the  collection: 

"Life  and  Fate,"  by  Vasily  Grossman. 

A  Jewish  “War  and  Peace”  set  between  Stalinist  Russia  and  Nazi  Germany.  The 
manuscript  was  posthumously  smuggled  out  of  the  Soviet  Union  on  microfilm.  It  is  a 
stunning  revelation  of  life  under  totalitarianism. 

"The  Fragmented  Life  of  Don  Jacobo  Lerner,"  by  Isaac  Goldemberg. 

Set  in  the  1930s,  this  novel  tells  the  story  of  Don  Jacobo  Lerner,  an  immigrant  to  Peru 
from  czarist  Russia.  Lying  on  his  deathbed,  Lerner  tries  to  piece  together  his  life  from 
fragments  of  clippings  and  memories. 

"Young  Turk, "  by  Morris  Farhi. 

Set  in  the  Ataturk's  Turkey  of  the  1930s,  this  novel  astonishingly  interweaves  the  lives  of 
Jews  and  Muslims  in  a  way  we  can  barely  imagine.  For  example,  one  Jewish  character 
opines,  "over  the  centuries,  Elohim  and  Allah  have  become  interchangeable — a  solid 
journeyman  who  dresses  now  in  a  turban,  now  in  a  skullcap."  Also,  the  writing  is 
absolutely  exquisite. 

"The  Mind-Body  Problem,"  by  Rebecca  Goldstein. 

A  brilliant  first  novel  by  a  Ph.D.  in  Philosophy  from  Princeton.  She  illustrates  the  'war 
between  the  sexes'  in  the  philosophic  context  of  the  classic  mind-body  problem.  At  once 
heady  and  earthy,  the  novel  succeeds  where  philosophy  has  often  failed. 

"Murder  at  the  Western  Wall,"  by  Gerald  Szyszkowitz. 

This  slender  volume  tells  the  story  of  Nadja  Assad,  a  journalist  whose  co-worker  and  dear 
friend  Ari  Schwartz  has  just  been  shot  at  the  Wall.  Navigating  a  labyrinth  of  personal 
relationships  and  violent  religious  fringe  elements,  she  hunts  down  the  murderer  while 
forging  a  new  relationship  to  Israel  and  her  own  life.

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The  Milton  Steinberg  House: 

A  Community  Gathering  Place  for  Education  and  Social  Activities  for  all  Ages

On  March  20,  1950,  the 
Congregation  of  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  was 
stunned.  Their  beloved 
Rabbi,  Milton  Steinberg,  had  passed 
away  at  the  age  of  46.  Two  months  later 
on  May  17,  a  memorial  service  was  held 
at  which  Milton  Weill,  a  Vice-President 
of  the  congregation  said:  “All  of  us  here 
tonight — friends,  associates,  members  of 
the  synagogue,  colleagues — all  are  bound  by 
a  common  tie  of  affection  and  admiration 
for  one  whose  life  and  ideals  have  been  so 
lovingly  detailed  tonight.  Of  him  it  can  be 
truly  said — he  had  not  simply  grown  great, 
he  had  grown  great  simply.” 

According  to  Mr.  Weill,  Rabbi 
Steinberg’s  last  wishes  were  for  “all  of 
us  to  carry  on  the  mission  of  the  P.A.S. 
energetically,  devotedly,  so  that  the  work 
for  which  he  labored  and  gave  his  life 
might  go  on  to  greater  heights.  Next,  he 
wanted  the  community  to  make  possible 
some  of  the  dreams  he  had  hoped  to  see 
fulfilled.”  Out  of  these  tragic  circumstances 
emerged  a  passionate  feeling  on  the  part 
of  the  membership  to  keep  alive  the  spirit 
of  Milton  Steinberg  as  a  monument  to 
his  leadership.  They  resolved  to  complete 
the  plans  to  provide  the  physical  facilities 
needed  for  the  700-member  congregation 
with  which  Rabbi  Steinberg  and  the 
congregation  had  struggled  lor  many  years. 

Professor  Albert  Salomon,  a  congregant, 
said:  “Seek  to  preserve  for  the  future  the 
image  of  this  wondrous  human  being  whose 
wisdom  and  loving  kindliness  were  blended 
in  his  dedication  to  God  and  the  God  of  our 
Fathers.”  The  Milton  Steinberg  Memorial 
Campaign  was  launched.  Mr.  Weill  stated 
that  “It  would  have  been  Milton  Steinberg’s 
wish  to  have  everybody  participate  to  the 
best  of  his  ability — and  so  it  shall  be.  This 
is  to  be  our  family  memorial.  It  will  be  made 
possible  il  each  of  us  thoroughly  expresses 
in  our  own  way  the  feeling  that  we  had  lor  a 


truly  great  Iriend.”  Thus,  the  biggest  project 
in  23  years,  since  the  construction  of  the 
sanctuary  building,  was  begun. 

From  the  early  1940s  Rabbi  Steinberg 
and  the  Board  of  Trustees  had  searched  the 
neighborhood  for  expansion  space.  They 
preferred  to  stay  on  the  block,  but  could 
foresee  no  possibility  of  space  becoming 
available.  Just  before  the  Rabbi’s  death,  he 
wrote  his  last  P.A.S.  Bulletin  article  giving 
support  to  a  new  proposal  to  build  a  three- 
story  addition  on  top  ol  the  original  1927 
sanctuary  building.  In  honor  of  his  Tenth 
Anniversary  at  P.A.S.  in  1943,  the  congrega¬ 
tion  had  already  raised  $60,000  to  start  a 
building  fund.  These  monies  were  legally 
bound  solely  lor  the  expansion. 

P.A.S.  Associate  Rabbi  to  Milton 
Steinberg,  Simon  Noveck,  launched  the  new 
drive  for  the  $500,000  Milton  Steinberg 
Memorial  Fund  on  Kol  Nidre  night  of 
1950,  and  his  sermon  was  excerpted  in  the 
Bulletin  of  November  10.  “What  are  the 
commitments  and  obligations  from  which 
the  Kol  Nidre  does  not  release  us?. ..Every 
Jew  has  a  vow  to  the  synagogue — to  be  part 
of  some  congregational  fellowship  dedicated 
to  making  the  tradition  (Judaism)  live... 
that  you  dare  not  break.  Milton  Steinberg... 
left  a  last  request,  an  ethical  will  following 
Jewish  tradition. .  .what  he  wanted  was  not 
a  pretentious  structure. .  .but  a  building, 
which  would  meet  the  minimum  needs 
of  the  congregation. .  .will  you  keep  your 
vowsr 

In  a  December  1 4,  1950  letter  to  the 
congregation,  Cantor  David  J.  Putter- 
man  described  some  of  the  inadequacies  in 
the  synagogue,  including  the  fact  that  he 
prepared  all  of  the  children  for  their  B’nai 
Mitzvah  and  for  confirmation  in  his  study. 

I  his  room,  only  7x10  feet,  was  cluttered 
with  furniture,  filing  cabinets  and  a  piano. 
Into  this  “classroom,”  as  many  as  15  boys 
and  girls  were  crammed.  By  this  point, 
$143,000  had  already  been  pledged,  with 
many  gifts  of  $5,000,  but  they  were  still  far 


from  their  goal. 

In  March  of  1951,  around  the  time  of 
the  one-year  yabrzeit  of  Milton  Steinberg, 
the  Board  of  Trustees  “announced  the 
acquisition  of  the  Rooney  building  adjacent 
to  the  synagogue  to  the  west.  Rather  than 
tearing  down  the  nine-room  building,  it  was 
anticipated  that  doorways  would  be  broken 
through  the  walls  of  the  two  buildings. 

With  repairs  and  the  acquisition  cost,  the 
$500,000  fundraising  goal  was  repeated.  By 
the  one-year  lundraising  mark,  $200,000 
had  been  raised,  and  memorial  naming 
opportunities  had  yet  to  be  created.” 

Ben  Sack,  Chairman  of  the  Board, 
then  wrote  to  the  congregation  that:  “We 
are  about  to  launch  our  most  effective 
efforts  on  behalf  of  the  Milton  Steinberg 
Memorial  Drive  based  upon  our  acquisition 
of  the  Rooney  property  adjacent  to  the 
Synagogue.  In  as  much  as  this  presents  the 
specific  opportunity  for  which  we  have  all 
been  clamoring,  it  became  apparent  that 
all  arms  of  the  Synagogue  should  share 
the  responsibility  in  future  planning.”  Fie 
continued  by  asking  the  heads  ol  all  of  the 
arms  to  join  the  Building  Committee. 

In  the  March  23,  1951  Bulletin,  we 
find  that  the  Joint  Committee  has  voted 
against  retaining  the  existing  building 
and  refurbishing.  They  resolved  that  “the 
aspiration  ol  our  synagogue  should  be 
nothing  less  than  a  full  realization  ol  a  fine 
building  to  house  our  Religious  School, 
and  a  fitting  and  proper  memorial.”  It  was 
“miraculous  good  fortune  to  acquire  this 
property. .  .which  has  given  inspiration  to 
the  officers  and  directors  ol  every  auxiliary 
organization  in  the  synagogue  to... achieve 
the  $500,000  goal.” 

Simon  Noveck  was  elected  Rabbi 
in  June  ol  1951.  Fundraising  activities 
continued,  architects  were  hired  and 
planning  was  begun.  The  September  28, 
1951  Bulletin  tells  us  that  the  Building 
Committee  met  to  choose  architects.  We 
learn  from  the  Bulletin  dated  September  19, 
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1954,  published  simultaneously  with  the 
Dedication  Ceremonies,  that:  “The  building 
was  planned  by  the  architectural  firm  of 
Kelly  &  Gruzen  with  S.  Robert  Greenstein 
as  associate,  and  the  supervising  contractor 
H.R.H.  Construction  Corp.,  of  which 
Saul  Horowitz,  its  President  and  a  member 
of  our  Board  of  Trustees,  contributed  his 
services  without  cost.” 

During  his  Kol  Nidre  Appeal  on 
October  10,  1952,  I.  M.  Cohen,  Co-Chair 
of  the  Memorial  Drive,  said  that:  “Due 
to  unforeseen  circumstances,  a  fund  of 
$750,000  was  now  necessary  and  $400,000 
remained  to  be  raised.”  The  September  25, 
1953  Bulletin  said:  “Unfortunately,  our  goal 
of  $750,000  was  not  reached,  which  means 
that  we  must  still  find  a  way,  before  the  year 
comes  to  a  close,  of  raising  the  balance.  Mrs. 
Anna  Edelman  has  generously  volunteered 
to  make  the  curtains  for  the  Ark  of  the 
Chapel  in  the  New  Building. 

Ground  was  broken  and  the  Memorial 
Building  site  was  dedicated  on  July  3,  1953. 
Rabbi  Noveck  read  a  passage  from  the  Book 
of  Kings  about  King  Solomon's  difficulties 
erecting  the  Temple.  “From  the  fourth  to 
the  eleventh  years  of  his  reign,  the  building 
proceeded.” 

In  his  February  5,  1954  Annual  Report 
to  the  Congregation,  Chairman  Sanford  H. 
Cohen  said:  “The  major  accomplishment 
(of  the  past  year)  was  the  commencement 
of  the  construction  of  the  Milton  Steinberg 
Memorial  Building.”  To  that  date, 
fundraisers  worked  diligently  and  received 
pledges  of  $513,000,  but  they  still  needed 
more  money,  it  reported.  Additionally, 

“trials  and  tribulations  beset  the  Building 
Committee.  The  old  sanctuary  building 
had  to  be  connected  and  tied  in  (to  new 
systems.)  The  Vestry  Room  will  be  greatly 
enlarged,  decorated  and  equipped  with 
air-conditioning  and  a  fine  new  kitchen.” 

“A  new  heating  plant  and  a  large  automatic 
elevator  are  being  installed  for  servicing 
both  buildings.” 


The  construction  was  finished  in 
1954.  The  new  building  consisted  of  1 1 
classrooms,  a  music  room,  offices  for  the 
clergy,  a  library,  rooms  for  the  use  of  the 
constituent  organizations  and  a  Chapel  that 
was  able  to  accommodate  100  people. 

The  publicity  booklet  states:  “The  most 
striking  aspect  of  the  Milton  Steinberg 
House  is  its  stained  glass  faqade.”  According 
to  an  article  that  appeared  in  the  New 
York  Times  on  Sunday,  January  2,  1955, 
written  by  Stuart  Preston,  the  Art  Editor:

“The  front  of  the  building  was  designed  by 
Adolph  Gottlieb.  The  stained  glass  facade  of 
the  Milton  Steinberg  House,  a  school  and 
office  annex  of  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue, 
is  said  to  be  the  largest  such  concentrated 
area  in  the  world.  It  makes  the  whole  height 
and  width  of  the  five-story  building,  giving 
no  clue  of  the  disposition  of  rooms  behind 
it  and,  when  lighted  from  behind  in  the 
evenings,  creates  a  glowing  spectacle  in  the 
dingy  side  street.  The  over-all  design  is  a 
regular  one,  made  up  of  colored  glass  panels, 
both  opaque  and  transparent,  that  depict 
in  semi-abstract  terms  symbols  of  Jewish 
thought  and  ritual  as  well  as  key  episodes 
from  the  Old  Testament.  This  is  visual 


education  indeed.” 

From  our  Archives,  we  read,  “less 
conspicuous  than  the  huge  facade,  but 
equally  noteworthy  are  the  several  works  of 
art  contained  in  the  Chapel.  The  two  Ark 
doors  and  the  Menorah  were  created  by  the 
renowned  sculptor,  Calvin  Albert,  and  the 
mosaic  plaque  of  the  Ten  Commandments 
was  designed  by  the  artist,  Jean  Miles.  In 
keeping  with  the  spirit  and  the  architecture 
of  the  Milton  Steinberg  House,  the  figures 
on  the  Ark  doors  are  a  symbolic  expression 
in  abstracted  form  traditional  in  Judaism. 

Moreover,  “modern  acoustical  facilities 
and  the  spaciousness  of  the  auditorium”  en¬ 
hanced  the  traditional  contribution  of  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  in  the  field  of  music. 

The  annual  music  festival  to  which  young 
composers  were  invited  to  premiere  their 
liturgical  compositions  now  accommodated 
a  larger  audience  in  a  congenial  atmosphere. 
This  practice  ol  creative  Judaism  enriched 
not  only  the  culture  of  the  congregation, 
but  of  the  Jewish  community  and  America 
as  well. 

Dedication  ceremonies  for  the  Milton 
Steinberg  House  took  place  on  Sunday, 
September  19,  1954.  According  to  the 
program,  Mrs.  Edith  Steinberg  and  her 
sons,  Jonathan  and  David,  participated 
in  the  cornerstone  laying  and  dedication. 

A  last  minute  representative  ol  the  Israeli 
Government,  Mr.  Mordecai  Kidron,  spoke 
in  place  of  His  Excellency  Abba  Eban,  the 
Israeli  Ambassador,  and  the  Honorable 
Robert  F.  Wagner,  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
New  York  took  part  in  the  proceedings. 

In  his  invocation,  Rabbi  Noveck  said: 
“The  marble  walls  of  the  spacious  entrance 
hall  are  inscribed  with  the  Hebrew  words 
“Faith”  and  “Reason.”  These  words 
symbolize  the  possibility  of  reason  and  faith 
being  merged,  of  the  possibility  of  Jewish 
culture  and  American  civilization,  of  the 
possibility  of  being  a  believing  Jew  in  a

Religious  School  Reflections:  Two  Tablets

I  recently  read  an  article  (Thank  God  for  the  commute,  so  that  I  have  time  to  read  on  the  train...)  by  educator  David  B. 

Ackerman,  in  which  he  proposes  synthesizing  the  traditional  and  progressive  views  of  education.  He  talks  about  “The  Ten 
Commandments  of  Education,”  which  consist  of  two  tablets.  The  first  five  make  up  the  “Traditionalist  Tablet”  and  the 
second  five  the  “Progressive  Tablet.”  Taken  together  (take  two  tablets  and  bring  them  to  school,  he  jokes!),  they  would 
provide  the  best  education  possible  for  youngsters. 

There  are  traditionalists  who  speak  of  returning  to  a  “no-nonsense”  curriculum  with  a  focus  on  basic  skills  and  who  reject 
anything  too  “touchy-feely.”  The  progressive  educators  speak  of  hands-on  learning  and  the  learning  “process.”  Neither  view 
can  be  taken  as  100  percent  correct.  We  need  to  take  the  valid  insights  of  both  camps  and  recognize  their  worth.  We  must,  as 
Ackerman  states,  “recognize  and  imagine  educational  practices. .. in  which  the  actions  inspired  by  traditionalism  and  those  sparked 
by  progressivism  are  orchestrated  so  as  to  produce  classrooms  and  schools  characterized  philosophically  by  breadth  of  vision  and 
functioning  as  learning  communities  that  make  us  want  to  sing  and  shout.” 

A  SET  OF  TRADITIONAL  COMMANDMENTS  WOULD  INCLUDE  THE  FOLLOWING  FIVE: 

1.  Thou  shalt  teach  that  which  is  of  deepest  value. 

2.  Thou  shalt  teach  with  rigor. 

3.  Thou  shalt  uphold  standards  of  excellence. 

4.  Thou  shalt  not  kill  time. 

5.  Remember  the  disciplines  and  keep  them  holy  (even  though  they  are  partial). 

THE  PROGRESSIVE  TABLET  WOULD  INCLUDE  THE  FOLLOWING  COMMANDMENTS: 

6.  Remember  that  children  are  whole  people,  not  deficient  adults. 

7.  Thou  shalt  not  try  to  make  one  standard  fit  all. 

8.  Thou  shalt  not  treat  the  mind  of  a  child  as  though  it  were  a  receptacle. 

9.  Honor  what  children  bring  to  the  text. 

10.  Thou  shalt  honor  the  student's  search  for  holistic  knowledge. 

A  school  that  implements  these  ten  commandments  can  offer  its  students  the  best  in  education,  neither  a  curriculum  based  on 
rote  drill  and  memorization,  nor  an  overly  “fuzzy”  classroom  where  the  basics  would  not  be  taught.  Ackerman  uses  the  metaphor 
of  the  double  helix  of  DNA,  in  which  both  the  progressive  and  the  traditional  strands  intertwine  and  reinforce  each  other.  I  agree 
with  him  that  these  are  the  types  of  schools  we  should  strive  for.  This  is  the  type  of  school  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  Congregational 
School  strives  to  be  every  day.

skeptical  age.  This  is  the  symbol  which  I 
think  his  life  represents...  These  words  were 
themes  in  Rabbi  Steinberg’s  book  entitled: 
“As  a  Driven  Leaf.’  "’  In  the  dedication 
ceremonies  program  it  was  announced  that 
a  special  Memorial  Edition  of  the  novel  was 
being  published  by  Behrman  House. 

Rabbi  Steinberg’s  faith  was  in  living 
Judaism,  participants  at  the  dedication 
ceremonies  heard.  “The  Milton  Steinberg 
House,  erected  as  a  place  to  pass  on  to  our 
children  the  traditions  of  their  fathers  (and 
mothers),  combines... a  heritage  of  the  old 
and  the  achievements  of  modern  Jewish 
culture  and  has  already  been  recognized  by 
art  critics  as  an  outstanding  contribution 
to  and  an  example  of  contemporary 
American  art.  It  advances  art  from  isolation 
in  museums  and  in  relatively  few  modern 
homes  toward  an  integrated  community 
role.  It  has  initiated  a  new  role  for  the 
modern  artist  by  showing  that  art  can  be 
used  not  only  as  decoration,  but  also  as  an 
organic  function  of  architectural  element. 

It  has  given  the  American  people  and  our 
community  a  magnificent  new  art  treasure 
not  secluded  for  the  enjoyment  of  its 
fortunate  owners,  but  enjoyable  by  every 
passerby.” 

The  Hon.  Bernard  Botein,  Chairman 
of  the  Dedication,  stated:  “We,  of  the  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue,  are  aware  of  the  fact  that 
the  Milton  Steinberg  House  represents  an 
important  contribution  to  the  Jewish  and 
non-Jewish  community.  It  also  has  a  deeper 
and  more  personal  significance  to  us  as 
members  of  the  congregation.  We  who  sat  at 
the  feet  of  Milton  Steinberg  come  here  this 
afternoon  not  alone  to  dedicate  a  building, 
but  also  to  honor  a  dedicated  soul.”  Judge 
Botein  concluded  his  remarks  by  saying 
that:  “Rabbi  Steinberg  realized  that  the 
flower  of  his  greatness  found  its  roots  in  the 
rich  soil  of  the  synagogue.”
